Following is an inventory of issues to be addressed, 
as a follow-up to the Vice President's meeting with Videla 
in Rome and as part of a comprehensive review of our total 
relationship with the GOA.

to the Commission, to which Videla committed himself. 


-- Explore prospects for speedy trial, release, or 
exile of the prisoners held without charge by the 
GOA . 

— Inquire about a timetable for the full reestablish¬ 
ment of legal processes on the detention, arrest, 
and interrogation of individuals suspected to be 
involved in anti-government activities.
